A Rushing Place and an In- 
teresting People. 


A CITY OF PINE HOUSES. 


{By a Special Correspondent.) 

Mining towns persist in locating 
themselves right up against the dump 
piles instead of choosing a favorable 
site, and occupying it with something 
like a common regard for order and 
fitness. It would be much better for 
the miners if they were separated by 
even a little distance from the whiskey 
mills and gambling hells that lie in 
wait for them, but such a town will 
never be built. This little city is 
strung along the Sonora and Aurora 
road like an elongated banana on a 
cord. The fact that the road tan 
along on the marshy bank of a little 
creek had no influence io the selection 
of the location. Nor did the winding 
of the stream and the crewding in of 
the hills on either side, which makes 
a bend necessary on the main street in 
the center of the)town. If it had 
gone just its own length further seuth 
and put the north end where the south 
edge now rests, it would have been on 
very handsome ground. This place,

was very marshy before the Standard 
drained it to get water for the mill. 
The town is building up that way 
now. Outside of the main street there 
are scattered houses on the hill to the 


east, reaching to the foot of Bodie 
Bluff, ani quite a street on the hill- 
side west of town. This street is com- 
posed of little two or three room 
wooden houses of uniform size, where 
the Magdalenes reside. The town is 
built of pine, much of it the heavy 
pitchy stuff from the Bridgeport coun- 
try. Nearly every one is looking for 
a sweeping fire, and when a man rents, 
the first thing he looks for is a place 
to carry his goods out through when 
it comes. The merchants have spots 
picked out, and all their men instruct- 
ed to carry whatever they save right 
there. There is a very scanty supply 
vf water, drawn from shallow wells. 
Water can be carried in from Brush 
creek at considerable expense of tua- 
neling aud ditching. The only prep-

is a Babcock engine and a hook and 
ladder company. There are heavy 
west winds which sweep down the lit- 

e valley with the force ef a Truckee 
gale, and are quite frequent, and the 
weather is so cold at such times that a 
big fire would result in a great deal ef 
suffering. Bodie has considerable 
over 4,000 inhabitants. A great many 
of the best mén in the place have 
brought their families, and there are 
few towns of its size which enn fill a 
ball room with as fine a company of 
high bred men and beayiful ladies. 
The class of men owning and 
operating mines is the same which 
by superior energy and inteligence get 
the cream of all the brilliant discov- 
eries ineverv country. They are cor- 
dial and demonstrative, very approach- 
able and over generous if not ex- 
travagant, The merchants, dectors 
and lawyers are of the same bold and 
decided stamp. Every one

In November, 
1870, the leading mines were rated at 
less than $5,000,000. In January, 
1875, the same mines were selling for 
$27 1,000,000, or mere than the assess- 
ed value of the real and personal prop- 
erty of San Francisco. In May, 1877, 
we fiod the same mines rated at less 
than $11,000,000. A year later they 
were selling at over $29,000,000. 
Four months later they we assumed 
te be worth $125,000,000. Then fol- 
lowed a period of three months of 
shrinkage, since when, with few ex- 
ceptions, they have been steadily ex- 
panding.

TRINITY CHURCH. 


Jenvey’s Sermon Yesterday Morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Jenvey preached to us yesterday 
upon St. John xxi. 22. What is 
that to thee. Follow thou Me.” 
| He claimed that to every one of 
Adam born, there came the command 
to follow Christ. And yet, although 
it led to the happiest, purest and no- 
blest life that could be lived, how few 
there were who obeyed it. Here 
stands one mav to whom the command 
comes. Instead of readily and cheer- 
fully obeying it, he turns and says, 
„put Lord, in thy Church there are 
so many hypocrites, so many pretend- 
ers, so many who are untrue to their 


solemn vows ! What will you do with 
these?” To all such objectors there 
comes the one single reply,“ What is 
that to thee, follow thou Me.” You 
are not responsible for them. Will 
you debar yourself from the Kingdom 
of Heaven briefly because there are 
sheep in wolves clothing, who falsely 
pretend to be religious, and who are 
net? Will you shut yourself off from 
all the advantages of the Church sim- 
ply because there are meckers and 
base pretenders in it? Your duty is 
the same, even though all the world 
should prove false. That does not re- 
lease you; you still are to follow 
Christ in the pur'ty of His life, in the 
unselfishness of His nature, and in the 
splendor of His character.

found wanting; something that is as 
good in this nineteenth century as it 
was in the first century. Science is 
by no means fixed. Its results are by 
no means established. Its conclusions 
are by no means positive. The most 
extreme scientists will uot claim that 
they have arrived at absolute and ulti- 
mate truth. They know that the the- 
ories of ten years ago are dispersed by 
facts of to-day; and they know that 
the theories of to-day will again be 
dispersed by the facts ef ten years 
hence. Supposing then that our reli- 
gion should agree with the scientific 
conclusions of to-day. What would 
be the result ten years hence. Sei- 
ence would have advanced; its con- 
clusions would have changed; our re- 


theory; and we would be of ail men 
most miserable. One thing, he said, 
we were all inclined to do, and that is 
to forget that the Bible is not a teacher 
of science. It has todo with the soul 
world, the spiritual world, and not 
with the material world. When it 
touches the domains of science it 
states simple facts, and advances no 
theories. And, therefore, the present 
difference between religion and the 
science of to-day should be no bar to 
any man's following Christ. They 
both can be followed at one and the 
same time. The sermon concluded 
with a strong appeal not to let any- 
thing interfere with the one positive 
command to follew Christ.

Discovery Of A Plot Against The 
Life of Queen Vietoria- The War 
In South Africa---A Naval En- 
gagement--- Assessment On Mono. 


A Plot to Kill the Queen. 

Loxpox, June 23.—Goverument 
authorities received notice last 
Wednesday of a conspiracy to kill the 
the Queen, The warning was con- 
veyed in an anonymous letter: Every 
attempt to discover the author of the 
letter met with failure, altnough the 
investigation was conducted with the 
strictest secrecy. The notification 
was, in effect, that, on Saturday, when 
the Queen and Princess Beatrice in- 
tendel to journey by rail from Bal- 
moral to Windsor, an attempt would 
be made to wreck the train containing 
the royal patty. The authorities 
took measures to frustrate any at- 
tempt that might be made, and on 
Saturday the Queen and Princess 
made the jorney uvharmed. The 
railway line was guarded by hundreds 
of constables. Nothing of a suspi- 
cious nature occurred. When the 
matter was first made public, cousid- 
erable excitement was displayed, but 
the letter is now thought by many to 
have been a hoax.
